For over 
45years, Mr Beattie made outstand- 
ing contributions of his time and en- 
ergy to a wide variety of community 
activities including The Hospital for 
Sick Children, the Timothy Eaton 
Memorial Church, and The R. 
Samuel McLaughlin Foundation, 
from which Laurentian University 
received a $1 million grant for the 
Chair in Cancer Research.

George Ewan 

Dr. George Ewan was the key 
founder of a scientific collaboration 
which led to the establishment of the 
Sudbury Neutrino Observatory

retired Queen's University physics 
professor, Dr Ewan was instrumen- 
tal in assembling a committee toplan 
a Canadian-led experiment in under- 
ground physics. Following the selec- 
tion of Inco's Creighton Mine as the 
site for SNO, Dr. Ewan formed an 
international collaboration team 
which included members from 
Canada, the United States and the 
United Kingdom, and served as the 
first chairof the SNO board. Dr. Ewan 
was named a Fellow of the Royal 
Society of Canada, a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh, a Fel- 
low of theAmerican Physical Soci- 
ety. He is also a recipient of the Gold 
Medal for Achievement in Physics of 
the Canadian Association of Physi- 
cists. Dr. Ewan will be awarded an 
honorary Doctor of Science. 

Rick Mercer

A new research network that 
will help us adapt to our changing 
climate will soon extend across the 
country. The coordinating office of 
the Canadian Climate Impacts and 
Adaptation Research Network for 
Ontario (C-CIARN Ontario) opened 
today on the campus of Laurentian 
University in Sudbury. 

The network is part of a $10- 
million investment from the Govern- 
ment of Canada to bring together re- 
searchers and decision makers from 
industry, governments and non-gov- 
ernmental organizations to work on 
climate change impacts and adapta- 
tion research. The Government of 
Canada is investing $100,000 per 
year over five years for C-CIARN 
Ontario and the other regional lirjks. 
Ontario's Ministry of the Environ- 
ment is providing $10,000 for the 
Ontario region and Laurentian Uni- 
versity is contributing in-kind serv- 
ices. 

"Linking users of research 
information with scientists will: be 
key to effective adaptation strategies. 
By increasing our capacity to adapt, 
we can reduce our vulnerability to the 
effects of climate change." said 
Diane Marleau, Member of Parlia- 
ment for Sudbury, on behalf of Herb 
Dhaliwal, Minister of Natural Re- 
sources Canada and David Anderson, 
Minister of the Environment. "I be- 
lieve Laurentian University, with all 
its strategic linkages, is ideally suited 
to coordinate C-CIARN- Ontario." 

"Collaboration has been a 
natural activity for Laurentian Uni- 
versity, which has forged significant 



synergistic research alliances with 
other universities in the province and 
across Canada, as well as innovative 
collaborations with a wide range of 
community partners," explained 
Laurentian University President Dr. 
Hermann Falter. "Laurentian Uni- 
versity, with its partners Science 
North and Earthcare Sudbury, is 
strongly positioned to develop an in- 
tegrated communications program to 
share relevant information about cli- 
mate change impacts and adaptation 
within the scientific community and 
among policy makers and the pub- 
lic." 

"This initiative will contrib- 
ute to our knowledge base and allow 
us to better assess the impacts and 
effects of climate change on our 
province and the rest of the country," 
said Ontario Environment Minister 
Elizabeth Witmer. "We must con- 
tinue to support research that will 
give us the tools to develop an effec- 
tive climate change strategy." 

Jim Marchbank, CEO of Sci- 
ence North, another supporting part- 
ner of C-CIARN-Ontario, added 
"Science North is keen to work with 
C-CIARN Ontario in a way that en- 
sures heightened public understand- 
ing about the complexities of climate 
change, something we have already 
started with our new Climate Change 
object theatre. Communicatingthe 
science and encouraging public in- 
volvement is an important role for 
Science North." 

"Our community is already 
recognized as an international leader 
in environmental research and reha- 
bilitation, sowe are very pleased that 
the federal and provincial govern- 



ments haverecognized our growing 
expertise in this vital field," said 
GreaterSudbury Mayor Jim Gordon. 
"For the past two years, the City has 
been leading a community partner- 
ship known as EarthCare Sudbury to 
develop localsolutions for a greener, 
more sustainable future. The open- 
ing of thisresearch network will com- 
plement our efforts and advance 
ourobjectives for environmental 
preservation and protection." 

C-CIARN Ontario is one of 
six regions and seven sectors con- 
necting researchers and stakeholders 
across the country. C-CIARN On- 
tario will engage researchers and 
stakeholders across the province who 
are interested in climate change im- 
pacts and adaptation in Ontario. C- 
CIARN- Ontario will help identify 
priorities for research and will pro- 
vide policy and decision makers with 
credible information onthe 
vulnerabilities of Ontario to climate 
change. In addition, thenetwork will 
help to identify research gaps, priori- 
ties and capacity needs. 

A Management Committee, 
chaired by Dr. David Pearson, earth 
sciences professor at Laurentian Uni- 
versity, will oversee the network's 
operations. A broadly based Ontario 
Advisory Committee will be an- 
nounced shortly. 

Federal funding for C- 
CIARN is provided for in the Gov- 
ernment of Canada budget and is 
therefore built into theexisting finan- 
cial framework. The funding for this 
initiative builds on theGovemment of 
Canada's $1.1 -billion commitment to 
help addressclimate change and im- 
plement energy-efficient initiatives.

They say that all good things 
must, undeniably, eventually come to 
an end. Truer words were never spo- 
ken as we, the faithful Voyageur fan 
following, took advantage of our last 
opportunity to witness sport excel- 
lence in the Ben Avery Gymnasium. 
On Saturday, February 9, 2002, our 
Laurentian Voyageurs took to their 
home court to do battle with peren- 
nial OUA West Division power- 
house, the McMaster Marauders. 

Before the opening tip, all re- 
spect due was given to four members 
of this year's Voyageurs Men's Bas- 
ketball Team. With their famihes in 
attendance, #12 Leon Sutton, #14 
Patrick Brandt, #21 Dwayne Burton, 
and #32 Rob Annecchini were pre- 
sented with framed Voyageurs jer- 
seys, symbolic of the appreciation we 
have for the efforts they have given 
over the course of their careers. Also 
present to show his support for 
friends and former teammates was 
Voyageur sharpshooter Clifton 
Edwards. He is strongly rumored to 
return to the north next year, but that's 
a story for another time. 

Starter Dwayne Burton was 
medically ineligible for the game, 
still suffering from the effects of a 
concussion incurred during a previ- 
ous contest. Asked later about what 
it was like to not be able to play at 
home for the final game, Burton re- 
phed, "It was tough. I wanted to get 
out there with them, even in warm- 



ups. That's why I was passing balls 
to the guys". Starting in the final 
home game of the season were Jim 
Jefferson, Jermaine Pendley, Brandt, 
Annecchini and Sutton. The visiting 
Marauders won the opening tip. 
McMaster quickly advanced the ball 
up-court where rookie guard Rob 
Scully drained the game's first shot 
attempt for three points. This was 
seen as a bad omen by a number of 
fans in attendance and the Voyageurs 
quickly fell behind. At the 5:00 mark 
of the first half, Laurentian found it- 
self trailing by a score of 13-3. The 
Voyageurs regrouped and refocused. 
Steadying the ship was veteran point 
guard Jermaine Pendley and fabulous 
floor control from rookie point guard 
Ryan Done. The final minute of the 
first half brought the crowd to their 
feet as Done struck for three and 
Brandt scored on a tremendous up 
and under move (also known as the 
"slippery fish") as time ran out. At 
half time, the Voyageurs found them- 
selves on th& wrong end of a 38-35 
score. Positives out of that half how- 
ever included the aforementioned 
steady play at the point guard posi- 
tion, Chris Tilley's 7 points and 8 re- 
bounds, Brandt's 6 and 8, and Jim 
Jefferson's 8 points which led the 
team. Unfortunately, the basket that 
the home team was shooting at 
seemed to have a lid over top, as 
Laurentian shot an anemic 34% from 
the floor in the first half going 1 1 - 
for-32. This may make things sound 
bleak, but if you're a true Voyageur 



fan, you know that things always 
have a way of turning themselves 
around. 

The first possession of the 
second half was Laurentian's oppor- 
tunity to make a statement of it's 
own. That said, offensive workhorse 
Jim Jefferson scored drawing the foul 
and converted the three-point play. 
Coming up big for the Voyageurs in 
the second half was 4th year post, 
Rob Annecchini. Soul Train was 
everywhere in the second half, deter- 
mined to build on his 3 points and 4 
rebounds from the opening period. It 
was Rob's conversion of two free 
throws at the 1 9:00 mark, which drew 
the game into a 40-40 tie. 1 :08 later, 
Laurentian rode the Soul Train in 
transition as Rob slashed through 
traffic, scored, drew the foul and con- 
verted on the free throw. These 
points gave Laurentian its first lead 
of the game with a score of 44-42. 
The lead would be short-lived, but 
the tenacious, pit-bull defense of 
Leon Sutton would force another 
McMaster turnover. A quick assist 
for Trigz as Pendley finished on the 
break would once again tie the game 
at 56 points apiece. 

From this point, it was sim- 
ply the Voyageurs' inability to put the 
ball in the basket, which proved to 
be their downfall. With our men 
shooting only 31.4% in the second 
half, McMaster slowly but steadily 
pulled away, led by their own dy- 
namic duo of Ben Katz and Graham 
Hewitt who scored 17 points each. 



The final score of 83-70 at first would 
seem disappointing, yet positives 
drawn from this game included: 
Brandt's double-double finishing 
with 1 2 and 1 2; Soul Train's 8 points 
and 5 boards while shooting 80% 
from the line; Tilley's double-double 
with 13 and 12 and; most signifi- 
cantly our chance to send Voyageur 
gladiator Leon Sutton off the court 
the way it should have been done. 
Being around Leon for the last five 
years gives me perhaps a little more 
insight than most of you. One of the 
toughest men I've ever played with 
OR against, I'm sure that if Leon 
were ever to bleed (which I've never 
seen), the blood would be Blue and 
Gold. Jefferson led all Voyageur 
scorers with 14 points in the contest. 

After the game, I had oppor- 
tunity to speak with the four gradu- 
ating athletes where they had an op- 
portunity to address the Lambda 
reading public and the Voyageurs that 
they will leave behind at the end of 
this year. 

I asked the four of them 
whether there was one thought that 
they would leave with their 
teammates for the future. Not sur- 
prisingly, Sutton responded by sim- 
ply saying, "Play hard". Burton 
added, "Don't get caught up looking 
to the future. You never know when 
your last game is going to be". When 
asked if there was anything that he 
would go back and change (not in- 
cluding the obvious-winning a na- 
tional championship). Burton said. 



"You know, you can always look 
back, wish this or wish that, but I 
wouldn't change anything". I fol- 
lowed this by asking the guys 
whether they had any final thoughts. 
Brandt started by saying that it was 
tough to take the loss, especially in 
their last game at home and in their 
careers. Annecchini was quick to 
note that he's had "a great 4 years". 
He mentioned that the fans have been 
terrific for as long as he's been here 
and he hopes that the U-end contin- 
ues. Annecchini informed me that 
"Coach wanted the other guys to play 
for the seniors (graduating players). 
Everyone played great. 1 couldn't ask 
for more. Everyone played great". 
For those of you not aware. Soul 
Train's energies are most often effec- 
tive when he plays as a 7th or 8th man 
in the rotation. Granted the start in 
his final home game. Soul told me 
that he tried to get up for the start, 
what with his family and friends in 
attendance. "Coach Hill is a great 
coach. Campbell was as well. I 
learned a lot". 

They say that you never re- 
ally lose the people or things that 
matter to you. With that, I won't take 
this opportunity to say goodbye to 
these guys. 1 could say "so long" and 
let them fade into and out of our 
memories. Rather than that though, 
I'll simply say "Thanks", because 
that's all there is to say.

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Academy Award-Winning Animation Director and Artist, 

Chuck Jones, Passes Away at 89

Chuck Jones, legendary ani- 
mation director and artist, best known 
for his work on the Warner Bros, clas- 
sic Looney Tunes cartoon series, died 
today of congestive heart failure. 
Marian, his wife of 20 years, was by 
his side at their home in Corona del 
Mar. 

In a career spanning over 60 
years, Jones made more than 300 
animated films, winning three Oscars 
as director and in 1996 an honorary 
Oscar for Lifetime Achievement. 
Among the many awards and 
recognitions, one of those most val- 
ued was the honorary life member- 
ship from the Directors Guild of 
America. 

During the Golden Age of 
animation Jones helped bring to life 
many of Warner Bros, most famous 
characters — Bugs Bunny, Daffy 
Duck, Elmer Fudd and Porky Pig. 
The list of characters he created him- 
self includes Road Runner, Wile E. 
Coyote, Marvin Martian, Pepe le 
Pew, Michigan J. Frog and many oth- 
ers. He also produced, directed and 
wrote the screenplays for "Dr. Seuss' 
How the Grinch Stole Christmas," a 
television classic, as well as the fea- 
ture-length film "The Phantom Toll- 
booth." In addition, Jones was a pro- 




lific artist whose work has been ex- 
hibited at galleries and museums 
worldwide. 

Jones often recalled a small 
child who, when told that Jones drew 
Bugs Bunny, replied: "He doesn't 
draw Bugs Bunny. He draws pictures 
o/Bugs Bunny." His point was that 
the child thought of the character as 
being alive and believable, which 
was, in Jones' belief, the key to true 
character animation. 

Bom on September 21,1912 
in Spokane, Washington, Jones grew 
up in Hollywood where he observed 
the talents of Charlie Chaplin and 
Buster Keaton and worked occasion- 
ally as a child extra in Mac Sennett 
comedies. After graduating from 
Chouinard Art Institute in Los An- 
geles (now California Institute of the 
Arts) Jones drew pencil portraits for 
a dollar a piece on Olvera Street. 
Then, in 1932, he got his first job in 
the fledgling animation industry as a 
eel washer for former Disney anima- 
tor, Ubbe Iwerks. 

In 1 936 Jones became an ani- 
mator for the Leon Schlesinger Stu- 
dio (later sold to Warner Bros.), and 
in 1938 directed his first film. The 
Night Watchman. Heading his own 
unit, Jones remained at Warner Bros. 
Animation Dept. until it closed in 
1962. During that time he and 
several other directors devel- 
oped and refined the person- 
alities and characteristics of 
Bugs Bunny, Porky Pig, Daffy 
Duck and many others. 

He moved to MGM Studios 
where he created new episodes 
from the Tom and Jerry car- 
toon series. While there, 
in addition to The Phan- 
tom Tollbooth and Dr. 
Seuss' How the Grinch 
Stole Christmas, Jones 
directed the Academy 
Award winning film, 
The Dot and the Line. 
Jones established his 
own production com- 
pany. Chuck Jones Enter- 
prises, in 1962 and pro- 
duced nine half-hour 
animation films for tel- 
evision including 
Rudyard Kipling's 
Rikki Tikki Tavi and 
The White Seal. 
In the late 70s 
Jones and his 
daughter, 
Linda Jones 



Clough, pioneered a continuing art 
business featuring limited edition im- 
ages created by Jones depicting 
scenes from his most enduring car- 
toons. One of those films was the 
Wagnerian mini epic. What's Opera, 
Doc? which in 1992 was inducted 
into the National Film Registry for 
being "among the most culturally, 
historically and aesthetically signifi- 
cant films of our time." 

In recent years, Jones' work 
has been honored at film festivals and 
museums throughout the world, in- 
cluding a one-man retrospective at 
the Museum of Modem Art in New 
York City. His autobiography. Chuck 
Amuck, appeared in 1989, now in its 
fifth printing. Chuck Reducks, his 
follow-up to the first book, was pub- 
lished two years later. 

Two years ago, Jones estab- 
lished the Chuck Jones Foundation, 
designed to recognize, support and 
inspire continued excellence in the art 
of classic character animation. Plans 
for the Foundation include scholar- 
ships, library resources, touring ex- 
hibits, access to film, notes and draw- 
ings. 

Director Peter Bogdanovich 
once explained the enduring appeal 
of Jones' work: "It remains, like all 
good fables and only the best art, both 
timeless and universal." 

Jones is survived by his wife, 
Marian, daughter Linda (by his first 
wife, Dorothy Webster), brother Ri- 
chard Kent Jones, three grandchil- 
dren Todd Kausen, Craig Kausen and 
Valerie Ericsen, and six great-grand- 
children, Alex, Brittany, Charley, 
Jessica, Jake, and Jamie Kausen, as 
well as by the daughter Rosalin 
Bellante, son, Peter Dem, and three 
grandsons, Jason, Scott, and Kevin 
Bohrer of his wife (by her previous 
marriage).

Rhino Records 
delves back into the past to find an- 
other lost, but not forgotten group- 
ing of songs to release to ease the 
minds of the record buyers. Most of 
the time they resurrect bands like the 
B-52s OT David Lee Roth, but for once 
they have done something right. This 
time around. Rhino Records has put 
together a collection of live record- 
ings from rock legends The Doors. 

The Doors had to be one of 
the most innovative bands of their 
time. Their songs challenged the 
norm and made people pay attention 
to music, especially the lyrics, in a 
time when music didn't mean that 
much. Jim Morrison brought his 
thoughts, ideas and words to the peo- 
ple through new rock that still hits 
its mark today. 

Bright Midnight is a great 
collection of thirteen live tracks rang- 
ing from The Doors' more popular 
tracks to a few less known tunes, 
buried under the big hitters. 

Each track on the album is 
from a different venue across the 
United States ranging from Philadel- 
phia, Detroit, Pittsburgh, Hollywood, 
New York, Bakersfield and a few oth- 
ers in between. 

The album includes the usual 
big three: Light My Fire.Break On 
Through and Touch Me. All these 
tracks are even better live. You can 
hear the emotion and genius of 
Morrison in every track. Also in- 
cluded on the album are some other 
popular tracks like Roadhouse Blues, 
Baby Please Don't Go and the clas- 
sic psycho-ballad The End along with 
some less popular tracks like Been 
Down So Long, Back Door Man, The

What makes this album such

Denzel Washington Shows us the Limits of the 
Human Soul in John Q

But what if 
you had no health insurance and you 
had to come up with over a quarter 
of a million dollars to cover the hos- 
pital fees as soon as possible or the 
hospital will discharge your son, 
leaving him to die in your arms at 
home? Its a situation that no one 
would want to be in, but Denzel 
Washington is forced to deal with 
in the new movie John Q. 

I will warn everyone who is 
thinking about seeing this movie that 
you will need to bring a lot of tissues 
with you to make it through this 
movie. If there was ever a tearjerker 
on the big screen, this is one! Unless 
you have a heart of stone, you will 
be moved in some way throughout 
this entire movie. 

Academy Award Winner 
(Glory) and Nominee (Training Day) 
Denzel Washington plays John Q, a 
regular man trying to support his 
family with whatever work he can 
find. John is a very laid back man 
who seems to deal with all situations 
with cool ease. His wife on the other 
hand, although a loving mother and 
wife, pushes John at every turn, forc- 
ing him to do something to fix what- 
ever problem arises. 

One day at a baseball game, 
John's son collapses stealing second. 
After arriving at the hospital the cou- 
ple is told that their son's heart may 
not last another month due to severe 
damage and defect. They are told of 
their options for surgery by the resi- 
dent heart surgeon (James Woods), 
then quickly told by hospital admin- 
istrator Anne Heche that they are not 
covered and they will have to pay 
cash for the operation. John raises as 
much money as possible, but when 
he is told that his payment of over 
thirty thousand dollars will not be 
enough to keep his child in the hos- 
pital, he finally snaps and takes James 



Woods and a small group of emer- 
gency room staff and patients hos- 
tage with only one demand... his 
son's name on the heart donor list. 

As his son's condition wors- 
ens, John faces off with a sympathetic 
detective (Robert Duval), a glory 
hungry police chief (Ray Liota) and 
a crowd of every day people who 
support his actions during the hos- 
tage situation. He also has to come 
to grips with what he has done, what 
could happen as well as what may 
happen if his son does not get a do- 
nor heart that matches in every way. 

This is the type of movie that 
is strong in both the story and acting 
areas. The story is really solid. There 
is nothing that is done in this move 
that a regular person would not do if 
faced with the same circumstances. 
Denzel does not play a father any 
different from the millions of loving 
fathers around the world. He has no 
special powers, attributes or skills 
other than the love he has for his own 
child. There is nothing unbelievable 
about the story other than how much 
of a bitch Anne Heche 's character is. 

All the actors do amazing jobs 
in this movie. Denzel gives another 
Oscar caliber performance which I 
think is much better than his other 
acclaimed movies (Malcolm X, 
Glory, Training Day) as he plays the 
most realistic role possible. I dare 
anyone to try to get through the scene 
in which Denzel talks to his son for 
what could be the last time.

Robert Duval and James 
Woods play their typical roles, im- 
mersing themselves into the charac- 
ter to make them as realistic as pos- 
sible. Both do excellent jobs in this 
movie. Another great role is that of 
the chief of police by Ray Liota 
(Goodfellas, Unlawful Entry). With 
his usual psychotic edge, Ray comes 
across as the biggest prick police 
chief possible. His interaction with 
Robert Duval makes for a great cin- 
ematic pairing. 




Although I can't stand her in 
most movies, Anne Heche has to be 
commended for her role in John Q. 
Fresh off her real-life psychotic epi- 
sode where she thought she was the 
daughter of Jesus and she needed to 
meet a space craft in the desert to take 
her to heaven and beyond, Anne pulls 
off the best bitch hospital adminis- 
trator role since Nurse Rachett in 
Cuckoos Nest. Her lack of emotion 
and sheer stone cold stare makes for 
the perfect villain to hate in a movie 
like this. 

John 2 is an amazingly struc- 
tured drama that is far superior to 
most movies that are being released 
today. I hope that next year's Oscar 
nominations remember this movie, 
but you never know what Russell 
Crowe will do in he next ten months. 
John 2 is a realistic drama that no 
one should miss. The acting is su- 
perb, the story is emotional power- 
ful and any movie goer will remem- 
ber this movie for a long time. Don't 
miss this one! 

One funny thing to note is 
that John Q was filmed in Canada 
almost two years ago. The hospital 
that John Q takes over is a Canadian 
hospital where this type of this could 
never happen as we, unlike the 
United States, have a national health 
care system that covers this type of 
emergency operation. It's damn fine 
to be a Canadian!

1. Origin ^^^ ,, 

This is important, because it's 
going to define the reason that you'll 
be kicking ridiculous amounts of bad 
guy ass. For this reason, it's almost 
always going to have be tragic; sorry, 
but saying "I Just like fighting evil" 
just ain 't gorma cut it at the Superhero 
Dinner Party. No, something bad has 
to happen, like a horrible tragedy in- 
volving death, tragic life-altering ac- 
cidents or a random discovery of 
some scientific or otherworldly de- 
vice that will change your entire be- 
ing. For this reason, you're not go- 
ing to have a choice about being a 
superhero; it just has to happen. 
Sorry, but it's true; very,' very few 
superheroes are self-created, since 
killing someone or causing a horri- 
ble accident would make you a 
supervillain, and going out of your 
way to try and change your body with 
science or alien technology is always 
guaranteed to go terribly wrong, dis- 
figuring you and driving you mad- 
Or, if you're part of the Marvel uni- 
verse, you just have to be a mutant 
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of some kind. Whether it's through 
extra-terrestrials, radiation, evolu- 
tion, chemicals, vampires, 
nanotechnology, math, cybernetics, 
divine intervention, bad spinach, 
whatever. If it's Marvel, odds are that 
you're a mutant, and that's that. 

ADDED NOTE: Don't constantly 
remind people about your origin. Not 
only will it get on people's nerves in 
very short order, but it makes you 
look like a self-centered jerk. 

2. Powers & Tools 

Now, this is tricky, since you 
don't have much of a choice over 
what your powers are. Yeap, your 
powers are often defined by your ori- 
gin, and since you have no control 
over your origin, you're stuck with 
whatever you get. That means that 
if your power is to be able to breathe 
underwater and swap manly stories 
with various species of fish, leaving " 
you to pray that some evildoers will 
start conducting crime in the middle 
of the ocean, well, them's the breaks. 
It should be noted that your power 
must he sufficiently impressive to 
effectively fight crime, or else you're 
just going to end up a joke the other 
superheroes tell behind your back. 
For instance, have the ^ility to curse 
really loudly might be great at par- 
ties, but it's not going to stop the 
Screaming Manboy from unleashing 
bis Androgynoxious Gas on you. 
Also, merely being able to fly isn't 
good enough. Most supeitjeroes can 
at least fly, so you better be sure you 
have something better than that to 
slap onto your Superhero Team ap- 
plication form. (Example: Hawkman 
was routinely sent on the most use- 
less missions by the Superfriends). 
Being able to fire rays from body 
parts is good, though if they emit 
from anywhere but your hands or 
eyes, you might as well skip the end- 
less taunting and just start off as a 
supervillain right off the bat. 

If your origin failed to provide 
you with substantive powers, then 
you should definitely plan on getting 
a good job; you're going to need to 
develop pxpensive tools and gadg- 
they don't pay for them- 
Owning a super-corpo- 
is good, though becoming 
tor or lawyer is also ac- 
ble. In a pinch, you can 
also become a scientist of some 
kind, as it will also provide you 
with access to free materials 
(though you need to be care- 
ful so as not to experiment on 
humans, which is guaranteed 
to fail at some point, provid- 
ing you with an archenemy). 
Keep in mind that it's a stand- 
ard rule to set up shop only in 
an area where there are no he- 
roes with cooler powers than 
your own. Learn from Batman, 
who made the mistake of joining 
the Superfriends. He was often 
forced to spend entire episodes tak- 




ing out a single bad guy while Su- 
perman could wipe out hordes of 
foes, go for a snack, taunt Hawkman, 
and still be back before the commer- 
cial break. As a result. Batman 
looked like a moron, and so could 
you if you're not careful. 

Transportation is another fac- 
tor that cannot be ignored; nothing is 
more humiliating than having to 
catch a cab or bus to travel to the 
scene of a supervillainous crime. For 
this reason, you're going to have to 
develop a way of making dramatic 
entrances; hoverships or jets are en- 
couraged, provided that they can do 
something like turn invisible, fire 
rockets, or glow menacingly. Cars 
can only be used as a last rescal, and 
even then, they should be sentient or 
loaded with enough gadgetry to 
choke a cybernetic superhorse. 

3. Weaknesses 

Yoti might be wondering why 
any superhero in their right mind 
would willingly choose a weakness. 
Well, for starters, your vulnerabilities 
can help to create tension at key 
points in time, which will not work 
for you but will definitely boost your 
public approval ratings. Or, if you're 
part of the DC stable, you don't have 
much of a choice in this particular 
decision, as weaknesses are manda- 
tory. Ttiere's not much to picking a 
weakness, but keep in mind that you 
should pick something extravagant 
and bizarre. Vulnerability to alien 
substances, primary colors, or small 
furry things is good; it doesn't mat- 
ter, so long as it's not something that 
would harm an average person. Few 
things are more embarrassing than 
being five steps away from collaring 
the Ninja Gorillas of Earth-X and 
then failing because you're left cry- 
ing on the floor after being shot in 
the leg by some old lady who thinks 
you're trying to steal her porcelain 
monkey heads. 

ADDED NOTE: While your weak- 
ness will eventually become some- 
what common knowledge in the 
criminal worid, you shouldn't go out 
of your way to advertise it. For ex- 
ample. Green Lantern still hasn't 
learned to not advertise his vulner- 
ability to all things yellow. In fact, 
he tends to bring it up at least six 
times per conversation, and yet he 
still acts surprised when his enemies 
roll into the harbor with gigantic and 
surprisingly lethal yellow fungo bats. 
Moral of the Story: Be quiet about 
your weaknesses. Don't be a feeb 
like Green Lantern. 

4. Costuming 

The appropriate attire is cru- 
cial to the proper functioning of a 
superhero, as it's the first thing that 
the average joe or evildoer will see, 
and it's important that your appear- 
ance commands attention and re- 
spect, not laughter (see the Rainbow 
Raider on how NOT to dress). This 




means that scarves, hot pants and 
silly hats are all out (example: 
Hawkman, Flash and Captain 
America all feature ridiculous head- 
gear, and are all secretly mocked by 
everyone else, including their own 
mothers). Bright flashy colors are 
good, and while capes were once a 
necessity, modem superhero fashion 
trends seem to be skewing towards 
the capeless, more simplistic 
bodysuits and unitards. Complex can 
be good, but be careful not to let it 
interfere with your powers; the me- 
dia will have a field day if you end 
up tripping over your baggy pants 
while trying to prevent your archen- 
emy from atomizing a nursing home 
with his new Death Ray. 

ADDED NOTE; If your costume 
turns out to be an alien symbiote, 
you're in trouble right off the bat. 
OTHER ADDED NOTE: If your 
costume doesn't niask your face, 
make sure that you're a god or that 
your entire family has been murdered 
(not by you; see Ruk 1 ). Otherwise, 
you're going to have to make sure 
that your "everyday look" is altered 
so that normal citizens can't guess 
who you really are. 
YET ANOTHER ADDED NOTE: 
This does not apply if you live in Me- 
tropolis, where the residents are both 
blind AND dumb. ^} - 

5. Naming Yourself 

Next to your costume, your 
most important decision as a 
superhero is to pick a good name. 
This is a dangerous proposal, so be 
sure to think carefully before settling 
on one; even the best, most well- 
intentioned superheroes have been 
laughed off the scene due to ill-cho- 
sen names. It's one thing to have 
your archenemy spraypainting jokes 
about your name on local skyscrap- 
ers; it's another when the local citi- 
zens are laughing about it. Just ask 
Mister Chimp, the Vibro-Pirate, or 
The Elastic Hillbilly how difficult is 
to strike fear into the hearts of evil; 
you'll find all three of them working 
in the cutting-edge field of "grocery 
bagging". Let their tragic-yet-hilari- 
ous embarrassments be a lesson to us 
all. 

Also, it's suggested that you 
tie your name with your powers and/ 
or costume in some way. Sure, 
"Thunderball" might sound good, but 
when you have to constantly explain 
to f)eople that your power is in fact 
the ability to sweat like Rosie 
O'Donnell on command, you just end 



up looking stupid. Remember, im- 
age is important. Even a mid-level 
superhero can aspire to their own 
Saturday morning cartoon, given the 
proper image consultant. 

ADDED NOTE: Repeatedly yelling 
your name during combat might be 
an effective way to promote yourself 
in the early stages of your career, but 
you should really consider toning it 
down after a while. The police are 
only willing to overlook so many 
"disturbing the peace" charges. 

6. Sidekicks 

This is purely optional, as 
sidekicks definitely aren't for every- 
one. They're high maintenance, usu- 
ally mouthy, and are guaranteed to 
be kidnapped many, many times. Ad- 
ditionally, Children's Aid Societies 
and Mothers Against Superhero En- 
dangerment will often boycott you, 
and the conservative media will cast 
aspersions on your sexuality. Also, 
despite what popular comics would 
have you believe, there is a high 
ttimover rate in the sidekick indus- 
try.

On May 3 2002, the movie 
many of us have been waiting for will 
finally hit theatres: Spiderman is be- 
coming a major motion picture. 
Tobey Maguire leads the cast as Pe- 
ter Parker, while Kirsten Dunst will 
play Mary Jane Watson. Sam Raimi 
directs the movie, amd the rest of the 
cast is made up of actors such as J.K. 
Simmons, who will play Parker's 
Boss J. Jonah Jameson of the Daily 
Bugle, James Franco as Harry 
Osbom and Willem Dafoe will play 
Norman Osbom whose alter ego is 
the Green Goblin. 

The storyline will go right 
back to the Spiderman's origin, 
where Peter Parker the geeky science 
student gets bitten by a radioactive 
(or, as the movie tells it, genetically 
engineered) spider, only to find that 
he has obtained superhuman powers.

The trailer looks very 
good, Spiderman's costume looks 
great, and the effects used to make 
Spiderman swing through the city 
look very realistic. The only thing 
that I have seen so far that I don't 
like very much is the Green Goblin's 
mask. In the comic books, the Green 
Goblin has a rubber mask and a suit 
much like that of any super hero or 
villain. In the movie Green Goblin 
has a metal looking battle suit and 
helmet. The reason for this change 
is that the writers and director de- 
cided that because Osbom is rich, he 
would not have a mask made of 
something as simple as mbber, espe- 
cially as he has the technology for 



the flying machine the Green Goblin 
rides on. A colossal flap has also 
been made about Raimi's decision to 
alter a key aspect of Spiderman's 
powers: instead of relying upon the 
web fluid that the comic-book Parker 
would make for himself using his 
knowledge of chemicals, Tobey 
Maguire's Parker will instead have 
organic web-shooters that stick out 
of his wrists. This has wreaked a 
huge controversy as die-hard purist 
fans have tried passing a petition for 
Raimi to re-instate web-fluid; regard- 
less of what you think of it, it should 
be interesting to see how well it's 
handled. 

If all goes well with this 
movie, there is sure to be sequels just 
as they have done in the case of Bat- 
man. After the first movie has been 
put out for audiences to get to know 
the wallcrawler and his origins, the 
opportunity to bring in some of 
Spiderman's many enemies arises. 
The Scorpion, The Sandman, Rhino, 
Carnage and of course Venom are a 
few possible villains that could make 
for promising sequels. 

I for one am very anxious for 
this movie because I am a very big 
fan of Spiderman.

Yes, another cheesy hunk of 80s-style 
freakiness. This bizarre thing is a weird blend 
of the old Doc Savage comics and some freak- 
ish sci-fi concepts to give you Peter Weller 
(that's Robocop to you) as a rock star/brain 



surgeon/samurai/comic-book character/ 
superhero that tries to prevent creatures from 
another dimension from taking over our own. 
There are far too many classically twisted per- 
formances here, including Christopher Lloyd, 
Jeff Goldblum, Peter Weller, and of course the 
scene-chewing, ultra-frantic John Lithgow 
(hint: imagine his 3rd Rock character on about 
ten pounds of cocaine). 

The Specials 

This is the greatest superiiero movie that 
you've never heard of. Made on a budget that 
ran under a million bucks, this flick stars Rob 
Lowe and Thomas Hayden Church (you know, 
the mechanic from Wings) as members of The 
Specials, "the seventh-best superhero group in 
the world". Don't expect any wacky battles 
with supervillains though, since this is about 
the group on its day off, and all the infighting 
and problems that emerge as the group attends 
the press conference regarding their own line 
of action figures ("Superheroes dont get Os- 
cars, we get action figures"). Think Mystery 
Men, only it's good. 

Blade 

Yeah, yeah, yeah, I know, it's not the 
greatest vampire flick out there, but it is a damn 
fine superhero movie. Wesley Snipes shows 
off his buttkickingly-excellent martial arts 
skills as a half-man, half-vampire that lives to 
hunt bloodsuckers. Of course, there's the 
whole bit about avenging his mother and Kris 
Kristofferson as his sidekick and bla bla bla, 
but you can forget about all of that and just 
watch Snipes maul his way through the movie. 
Very dark, visceral, and gory, and very cool. 
Note: Blade 2 could very well be a hunk of 
vampiric crap, as its being directed by a guy 
who, apart from directing Mimic, has mostly 
been a make-up guy.

Once you hit university, it is 
hard to find time to just sit down and 
read a good book. As an English 
major, I haven't had the chance to 
read a novel of my own choosing 
since last summer.-My life has been 
filled with Chaucer, Shakespeare, 
Plautus and many others, and al- 
though they are all good, I wanted 
something new.

Cassandra, Ryan's lust interest and 
caffeine dealer is a typical waitress/ 
single mother who... well... can make 
things disappear. So what do you do 
when you can mm into a fly and your 
girlfriend can make things disappear 
(and has a kid from a supposed alien 
encounter)? You do what any 
twenty-something Sailor Moon ad- 
dict would do. You become 
superheroes fighting the forces of 
evil. Now, since the setting is down- 
town Toronto and evil hasn't run ram- 
pant there since the pathetic Blue 
Jays won a World Series, Flyboy 
(Ryan) and Ms. Place (Cassandra) 
take on the villains that inhabit their 
world, such as cigarette 
companies,redneck tabloid newspa- 
pers (The Sun) and any other evil that 
may pop up. 

In the press release I received 
from author Jim Monroe, he calls his 
novel "Impossibilist fiction... about 
two 20-something kids who {like eve- 
ryone else) have dreams of saving the 
world." I would call it the first novel 
I have read that acmally captures the 
mind-set of those of us who grew up 
wearing underoos, imagining we 
were superheroes, eating our spinach 
and trying to take on the 
neighborhood bully, and saying our 
prayers and taking our vitamins with 



the sole purpose of 
defeating the evil 
that surrounded us 
in your suburban 
settings. Everyone 
remembers wanting 
to have some type 
of superpower, and 
this novel follows 
the intertwining 
lives of two people 
who have found, 
and put to use, what 
we can only dream 
of.

Monroe's earlier 
work could be seen 
in York University's 
smdent newspaper, 
Excalibur, doing

nalism" as he so 
aptly put it. He was 
also the managing 
editor for the activ- 
ism magazine Adbusters, as well as 
writing for many other magazines. 
Flyboy is his first corporate publica- 
tion, and hopefully not his last. 

The book is written in a very 
quick, jumpy manner, skipping from 
one situation to another in almost 
non-sequential format, but still con- 
necting throughout. A constant theme 
of Sailor Moon lurks as Ryan not 
only watches, but connects with the 
show and its protagonist. What is so 
interestmg about Ryan/Ryboy is that 
he is just one of us. He is just like 
any guy you have ever met at uni- 
versity and other than the fly thing, 
he is just another face in the crowd. 

Cassandra, on the other hand, 
tends to lean towards the very late 
90's typical female model. She is a 
strong willed single mother, former 
punk singer bisexual who seems to 
be more of a dominant figure than 
Ryan. I know this is a strange mix of 
characteristics, but lately movies, tel- 
evision and books really seem to pack 
every strong feamre into their female 
leads to try to make every political 
and feminist group happy. It is almost 
too much these days, but we have 
been so de-sensitized to it and we 
accept it.

The Pilgrim appears out of 
nowhere to help a caravan of humans 
trying to cross the great deserts of the 
world to find the oceans which re- 
main. In this story, the world has 
dried up, leaving barely any water 
except in the deepest caverns of the 
oceans.

Now working for an under- 
ground group of people injured and 
disfigured in random super hero bat- 
tles, the Punisher sets out to kill eve- 
ryone in a cape or mask. He takes out 
Spiderman and Venom in a sewer. 
When Spiderman asks why they are 
being punished, Frank answers, "Be- 
cause someone had to be first". He 
goes on to destroy Captain America, 
Thor and The Hulk, the Fantastic 
Four, X-Men and their enemies on 
the moon, and hunts and kills differ- 
ent superheroes one by one, leaving 
Wolverine until last. 

The final confrontation of the 
comic is between Punisher and Dare- 
devil. Almost done his murderous 
rampage, Punisher explains why he 
must kill them all, including his best 
friend. Daredevil exclaims that Frank 
has killed the entire Marvel Universe, 
but in true Punisher style, he knows 
there is still one more to go. You can 
guess what happens next. 

Punisher Kills the Marvel 
Universe has been reprinted a few 
times now, though it is still hard to 
find a copy. It still stands as one of 
the coolest stories Marvel ever came 
up with. Punisher fans will love this 
comic while others will contest the 
deaths of certain mutants as impos- 
sible. No matter what, this comic 
proves that you don't need to be a 
super hero with special powers to be 
the biggest, baddest dog in the yard! 
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
